The Last Straw 


What appears to have been the 
proverbial straw which broke tho 
camel's back in this Instance, was the 
raiding last Saturday night of a First 
street gambling joint. When word 
was received by Commissioner Booth 
that the place was being run as a com- 
mon gamin house he gave orders to 
have it raided, for everything to. be 
confiscated, nothing left behind. 

The raid was pulled off all Nght but 
for some reason or other nv che was 
arrested and no attempt was mado to 
confiscate the paraphernalia or to 
cluse the place up. Twelve hours after 
the raid it was running again full 
blast. When the commissioner heard 
that had been done he arranged for a 
mieoting with the chief and asked him 
what he had done and why he did not 
take all the parprehnalla with him. To 
this Chief Lancey replied that he had 
the place under lock and key and that 
he could arrange to have the things 
taken at any time. On Monday again 
Mr. Booth heard that the place was 
running and not under lock and key 
as stated by the chief, He agaln asked 
Mr, Lancey to look after the place 
which the later promised to do. 


Commissioner Booth Explains 

When speaking to a Capital reporter 
about this matter, Commissioner Booth 
said, “the chief threw me down on this 
deal right enough but I'll see that it 
| does not occur again.” 

No effort seems to be made to bring 
the offenders to book, The first day 
about 19 of the gamblers were fined 
and the next day one more. [For the 
other 60 the magistrate ordered bench 
warrants to be issued but so far noth- 
ing appears to have been done toward 
their apprehension, although some of 
the men wanted can be seen walking 
down Jasper any day, it is said, and 
are being passed by some of the detec- 
tives who are supposed to be looking 
for them.

He Declares That He Did Not 
Refer to Aldermen or 
Commissioners, 


EAST DOES MUCH TO OIL 
THE TROUBLED WATERS 


Incident of the Most Discussed 
Interview in Edmonion 
Comes to End, 


There was a full attendance of the 
council with the exception of Alder- 
man Campbell, who arrived later, when 
his worship called the adjourned meet- 
ing of the city council to order last 
night. 

The council chamber was crowded to 
capacity, chairs being placed within 
the rails and close up to the alder- 
men’s chairs. 

It was evidently expected that there 
would be some sensational statements 
made but this was not the case, 

The “dove of peace’ was Alderman 
Fart who poured “oll” upon the appar- 
ent wounds, of some of the aldermen, 
which had evidently been received 
from an article published in this news- 
paper on last Saturday in which the 
mayor stated that he was trying to pro- 
tect the city against a “gang of wolves” 
who were after the city’s contracts, 

As soon as the meeting was called to 
order, Alderman Driscoll rose and made 
the following resolution which was 
seconded by Alderman May: 

“Whereas, his worship the mayor has 
refused to allow the paving program 
for the current year after having been 
sanctioned by a decisive vote of the 
burgesses to proceed; and whereas in 
the course of an interview with the 
representative of the Dally Capital he 
is reported by that newspaper to have 
assigned the following reason for such 
refusal: 

“I try to do what I feel is my duty 
to protect the city against a gang of 
wolves who would not hesitate upon 
any occasion to get a grip upon the 
city and its contracts.’ 

“Thereby meaning, or conveying the 
meaning, and imputation that in the 
awarding of city contracts or in the 
conduct of cther city business corrup- 
tion Is exercised or {s apprehended on 
the part of someone or more of the 
aldermen, commissioners and officials, 
and that such imputation Is a grave 
reflection on the probity of the realid 
aildermen, commissioners and officials, 
or of some of them, and on the good 
government of this city. 

“Therefore be it resolved in pur- 
suance of Section 526 of the Edmonton 
Charter that this council do hereby 
request a judge to make enquiry into 
the truth of the above mentioned state- 
ments and imputations in order that 
the good name of the aldermen, com- 
missioners and officials of this city 
may thereby be cleared.” 

East as “Dove of Peace” 


Alderman East stated that he could 
not see wherein Alderman Driscoll 
could take offence at anything the 
mayor had said. 

The mayor ruled the resolution of 
Alderman Driscoll out of order and, 
therefore, the matter was not debat- 
able, 

“If you wish I will give an explana- 
tion as to any of my statements and 
will cheerfully answer any questions 
that any of the alderman may care to 
ask,” sald Mayor McNamara. 

“T appeal against your ruling and ask 
for a ruling from the council,” suid 
Alderman Driscoll. 

“I do not think there are any ob- 
jections to Alderman Driscoll’s motion 
to clear a man's reputation,” said 
Alderman Clarke. 

“Gne can scarcely buy a plece of 
land without imputation of some sort. 
Surely funny that Alderman Drisecll 
has taken exception to the statement of 
the mayor. I am sorry to see Alder- 
man Driscoll take the matter in the 
light that he does as though he was 
hardly dealt with by the council and 
mayor and that Alderman Driscoll 
should press the matter is very unwise 
and 1 think shows lack of tack. Why, 
even Alderman May will tell you that 
a person {ts not free from imputation 
while he is 1 nthe hospital as he was

$350,000 in all. The absurdity of the quantity as well as the | 
question of price and the quality of the lock, was criticised by | 
the Liberals, and warmly defended by the government. The} 
quality of the lock was declared by Pelletier to be beyond 
question in superiority. 

Now comes the announcement through a return tabled 
in the commons, that it has been necessary to cancel the con- 
tract because of the failure of the company to live up to its 
obligations. Justification No. 1 for the Liberals. 

There coimes, too, the announcement that a new lock is 
io be substituted for the one specified in the contract and de- 
clared by Mr. Pelletier to be ihe best lock on earth. The 
change is made because the first locks have not proved satis- 
factory ,though it is claimed by the company that the locks 
provided under the contract have been precisely the same as 
the sample which Mr, Pelletier praised so highly, The change 
gives Justification No. 2 for the Liberal criticism, 

Justification No, 3 is provided by the fact that the new 
locks and keys are to be supplied for considerably less than 
the price specified in the former contract and condemned by 
the Liberals as excessive. 

But there are several other points to be noted. Mr. Pel- 
letier has cancelled the contract and he has declared that “it 
Will stay cancelled” because the “company has not lived up 
to its contract in any way, shape or form.’ What an earnest 
guardian of the public interest Mr. Pelletier has suddenly be- 
come! But the truth of the matter is that the cancellation of 
the contract hasn’t taken the mail lock business away from 
the Minister's friends in the Ontario Equipment company at 
all. The contract is cancelled but a new agreement has been 
made whereby the company has the job of supplying the locks 
and keys just the same. The difference is that the company 
isn’t given a set order for 350,000 locks and keys, but it is to 
supply the post office department with’ equipment as it Is 
needed. 

Liberal criticism has forced the cancellation of an ex- 
travagant contract which provided for a huge quantity of 
unsatisfactory locks at an excessive price. By that success 
the Liberals have saved money for the people of Canada and 
made for less inefficiency in the administration of post office 
affairs. But Mr, Pelletier and his colleagues have seen to it 
that business is still to be thrown in the way of its friends of 
the equipment company. Mr. Pelletier’s “severe” treatment 
of the company in cancelling its contract is no more than a 
love tap for the company is to get fine fat orders just the same. 


SHACKLETON GETS 
INTO THE GAME, 

Sir Ernest Shackleton’s comprehensive plans for explor- 
ing the Antarctic continent are of a sort to stir the deepest in- 
terest. They are boldly and comprehensively conceived and 
unquestionably they will be skillfully executed. 

According to the present program the main expedition 
is to leave Buenos Ayres next October, and its object will be 
to traverse the South Polar continent between Weddell sea 
and Ross sea, taking in the pole as an incident. The course 
mapped out is about 1,700 miles long. Sir Ernest has consid-

knowledge to be gained, and since he is a scientist as well as 
an explorer there is no doubt that the opportunities to gain | 
new and valuable data of this sort greatly appeals to the young

Pole; it was Shackleton’s close friend and associate, Scott, 
who was beaten out in the tragic but glorious race which |

leton’s heroic temper chafes under the thought that his coun- 
try has been denied the honor of gaining supreme honors at | 
either end of the earth’s axis, and that he is determined that at | 
least it shall be a British subject who first achieves the great 
transcontinental journey in Antarctica, marks out a pathway 
across the land, determines definitely its geographical affini- 
ties with South America and New Zealand, and so perhaps ex- 
plains many scientific puzzles otherwise baffling. 

This task will be more difficut than the tasks set for them- 
selves by either Amundsen or Scott. It will require more care- 
ful preparation, greater resourcefulness, hardier endurance. 
There can be no retracing of trails, or dependence on carefully 
establshed depots. The expedition must be managed with 
the nicest regard for economies of strength and food supply. |

On this date in 1633 Samuel de 
Champlain arrived in Quebec to be- 
gin his second administratian of the af- 
fairs of New France. From 16lz to 
162 Champlain had governed strong- 
ly and well, with a single purpose to 
make New France a mighty New 
people. The great ambition seemed 
World empire for his country and his 
well on the way to accomplishment 
when Richelieu attained power in 
I'vance, for he increased Champlain's 
authority, formed the company of the 
Hundred Associates, pledged the com- 
pany to send out 15,000 settlers in fit- 
teen years, gave the company two bat- 
tleships, and granted it a charter of 
trade and power over New France, 
Newfoundland, Acadia, and Florida, 
Then came a war with England, the 
shutting off of supplies, the reduction 
of Canadian colonists to poverty and 
starvation, and the blasting of their 
high hopes of empire. In 1629 Admir- 
al Kirke sailed up the St. Lawrence, 
captured Qubec and hoisted the Eng- 
lish flag over its ramparts, and car- 
ried Champlain away a prisoner to 
England. In 1682 a treaty was made 
by which New France and Acadia were 
restored to France, and Champlain was 
released and returned to his post on 
May 23, 1633. Peace, prosperity and 
progress hovered on the horizon, and 
the hearts of the colonists again beat 
high with hope. Vor a little over two 
years all went well, many savages 
were converted, and trade expanded. 
Sudden disaster again came upon New 
France when, on Christmas Day, 1635, 
Samuel de Champlain died. The pass- 
ing of Champlain was the beginning 
of the end of New France. From the 
day of his death began that decadence 
of the power of France in America 
which ended with Wolfe’s victory. 


[ FIRST THINGS 


Frater River 


The first white man to navigate the 
Fraser River, {n British Columbia, was 
Simon Fraser, the great explorer of 
the Canadian West whose name was 
given to the stream which he discov- 
ered, it was 108 years ago today 
that Fraser, after having established 
the first permanent settlement within 
the borders of what is now the Prov- 
ince of British Columbla, embarked 
with his companions in a crude boat 
for a trip down a big river which he 
thought was the Columbia Tho trip 
was replete with dangers and thrilling 
situations, for the Fraser River races 
and rushes and roars through deep 


canyons In the mountains, Only the 
most daring adventurers have at- 
tempted to repeat Fraser's feat, and 


some of these haye come to grief. 
Fraser was the son of an American 
who fought with the British army in 
the revolution, and who was made a 
prisoner at Saratoga and dled soon 
afterward. With his mother young 
Fraser followed the procession of Loy- 
alists to Canada, and at sixteen enter- 
ed the employ of the Northwest com- 
pany.-- In 1805 he was dispatched to 
the country beyond the Rockies to 
take possession for the company, and 
it was while on this trip that he dls- 
covered the great river which bears 
his name,

Victoria. 

The first appearance of the city of 
Victoria, L.C., in the pages of history 
was as the gathering place of the 
Songhees, who assembled on the site of 
the future pale-faco municipality to 
celebrate their tribal feasts. Victoria 
became the capital of the colony of 
British Columbia on May 24, 1868, and 
of the province when it entered the 
Dominion in 1871. The Indian name 
of the place was Camosun, and this 
name was adopted by the adventurers 
of the MHudson'’s Bay company who 
made it thelr sunset post. The first 
English settlement on Vancouver's Is- 
land was made in 1781. The Spaniards 
seized the island in 1789, but it was 
soon restored to Britain by Capt. Van- 
couver, whose name was given to the 
island. The modern city of Victoria 
was founded in 1857, and it early at- 
tained some importance through the 
discovery of gold on the nelghboring 
malnland, After the gold rush subsid- 
ed Victoria became a sleepy old Eng- 
lish town, but in the last decade it 
has awakened to its commercial pos- 
sibilities and has developed into one of 
the most prosperous and progressive 
cities of western Canada,

Mme. Nazimova, Famous Actress, 
35 Today, a Native of Crimea. 


Crimea, the scene of the European 
war of 1854, when England, France and 


Turkey combined against Russia, was 
the birthplace 35 years ago today of 
one of the most popular of modern ac- 
tresses, Mme, Alla Nazimova. It was 
in the little village of Yalta, on the 
bleak and barren shores of the Black 
Sea, that Alla Nazimoff—to give her 
her true Russian name—first saw the 
\light. Her childhood was spent in 
Geneva, Switzerland, where she receiv- 
led her early education and learned to 
|play the violin. At the age of 12 she 
jreturned to Russia, and it was in her 
}native village that she made her first 
| public appearances as a violinist. 

While in Switzerland the girl had 
mastered French and German, and 
upon returning to her native land she 


tongue, At 13 she entered the conser- 
vatoire at Odessa, to take up the study 
of the violin. She had’ great natural 
ability as a violinist, and might have 
{become famous as a musician had she 
adhered to her early ambition. At 
Odessa she soon determined to become 
jan actress, and took up the dramatic 
course, which she completed in three 
years, winning the gold medal, and, 
what was of greater worth, the praise 
and approval of Stanisloffsky, the cele- 
brated Russian stage director, 

She was only 17 when she became 
leading woman of a stock company at 
Kostroma, in northern Russia, and 
during her first season on the stage 
she played nearly 200 different star 
roles in productions ranging from the 
heaviest tragedy to the frothiest musl- 
j cal comedy, It was hard work, but 
excellent training. For several years 
she continued to play in stock at Ker- 
son, in southern Russia, and Vilna, Po- 
land, and in 1903 she made her first 
metropolitan appearance in St. Peters- 
burg. In the Russian capital she play- 
ed Camille, Zaza, Trilby, Hedda Gab- 
ler, and other stellar parts, and with 
such success that she was hailed by 
the critics as one of the greatest of 
Russian actresses. 

Except for her devotion to principle, 
Mme. Nazimova might never have 
been known outside of Russia. Ten 
years ago she planned to produce in 
St. Petersburg a play entitled “The 
Chosen People,” but the racial views It 
expressed were objectionable to the 
censors of the Czar’s government. Witi
